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FRENCH RAILROADS GET ORDERS TO 


BE READY TO MOVE TROOPS TO FRONT 


By JOHN DE GANDT 


PARIS, March 2 — French railroads were ordered today 


to hold themselves in readiness to transport troops to the Ger- 
man frontier. The order was the most important of the series 
issued by military and gvoernment authorities to prepare for 
military movement to force obedience to the Allied reparation 
demands. 


French forces now on the frontier are announced to be 


as follows: 110,000 infantrymen, 3 corps of cavalry, 1,000 
yunn and 300 air planes. 


The most important feature of the military preparations 


was declared to be the concntration of cavalry on the Rhine 
bridgehead serving as a threat to the Germans before the ac- 
tual advance begun. 


In addition the army of occupation and other forces are 


awaiting the call to action. Foremost among these are the 
Colonial troops which again are arriving by way of Marseilles. 


It became known today that the government had reliable 


information several days ago that the Germans had decided 
not to sign the reparations agreement and that Marshals 
Foch and Weigand immediately drafted plans for an inva- 
sion of Germany. 
These plans were said to have been pre- 


sented to the conference early in the London session.
